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MINERS REJOICIHG. 

Th« Strike So Far Is a Complete 
Suooete. 



ALMOST KVIRTONI IS NOW OUT. 

Doubtral DUtriett Have Swanc Into Line 
M« tkm SkatdcwM la New C«npl«u 

Minlnr OfflclBli I'rppBrlDKta Kxtend the 
Strik* Eautward—No Trouble Yat but 
Fmm« Wit Tor th« rntnre. 

PRT8B0BO, Jolj 9.— It is safe to say 
that the •moant of coal dng yesterday 

on the Wheeling diviBion of the Kalti- 
more and Oliio railroad would not 
fill ono flat car. Suoli a complete 
shntdown as exists iu this district so 
Hoon after the inangnratioa of the 
strike is admittedly a sori^teo to the 
people living in that section. A nnm- 
ber of miners were at work Wednesday, 
the majority of them in the pits of the 
Pittsburg and Chicago (4as Coal com 
pany at Snowden and UastouTille, bat 
today it is donbtf ul if the diggers at 
work along the whole line will nnmber 
60, all of these at the GasitonTille pit of 
the Pittsbnrg and Chicago comp.iny. 

A carefnl review of the Kifuation 
proves the assertion of tlic mim rs' ofli- 
cials that the Wheeling division is sol- 
idly advocating the strike. All the 
minea above Finleyville— Anderson, 
Oermania. Hackett. Eclipse and Not- 
tingham—are completely tied np. Five 
cars were loaded at the (iermania 
Wednesday, but it was witn coal which 
liad been lying on the dump since work 
wa.s susjjeuded last Friday. The Coul 
Bluff mine of the J. M. Risker com- 
pany, employing IW) men. is entirely 
idle today. Till' big fir.st pool mines of 
the Hobbins conip.my is als(3 completely 
closed. There was a doubt as to 
wliether or not the Slavw would return 
to work after their holiday Tuesday, 
bat this has been dispelled, and the for- 
eigners seem as enthosiastic as any on 
thf Ptrike (inestion. 

Miners along the line have been anx- 
iously watching the diggers of the 
Pittsburg and Chicago company at 
(iastonville and Bnowden. Up till yes- 
terday it was a matter of doubt wheth 
er or not they woold come ont. Vague 
mmon of the Finleyville diggers 
threatening to pull them out were Moat- 
ing around, hnt weru not believed to 
have much foundation. The company, 
though, was prepared for any move of 
theldnd which mighi be made, and 
notices were posted warning all not 
concerned with the workings of the 
mines to keep off the property. It is 
also said that they liad a uumbor of 
special guards on hand to watch the 
movements of the men. 

These men have all been working un- 
der the ironclad agreement, and as tins 
meant a forefeiture of lO per cent ot 
their wages held back wince the first of 
the year by the firm if they voluntarily 
quit work, the strikers were in doubt as 
to whether they could be induced to 
join the movement. At a meeting held 
\V<-(lneHday night, however, it was de- 
cided to come out for the district rate 
and toila}- the miners are practically 
idle, hy their action, it is .said, the 
nu ij wul lose nearly ijvs.OdO in per ceut- 
uges. 

The inir.erH' officials are elated over 
their success on the Wheenn;,' division. 
The mines in that set tion have witiioiit 
doubt caused tlie t>tficials not a little 
worry, for nun h coal for the < duo 
Pennsylvania trade could have been 
shipped out of tliere had the niiiiers re 
inained at W(;rk. and it would have very 
seriously intertered with the general 
suspension. It is reporti'd that the op 
erators on this division have advertised 
lor men to fill the places of the strikers 
if this IS true and on attempt is made to 
resume with uonuuioii men, it is feared 
there will be serioos trouble. It is not 
likely, however, that a safllcient num- 
ber of men can be gotten together to 
start the mines. 

The miners on the Wheeling division 
apparently have no fears in regard to 
the length of the strike. A large nam 
ber of them were asked how long the 
strikers could stand it withoot suffering 
from want. One and all were firm in 
the belief that all coold ''scratch along" 
for several weeks all right. "Well," 
replied a digger to the question, "the 
man who owns the pit I work iu said 
once, when we had some troable with 
: him and won oat, that the miners ooald 
live on weeds in the sommer, and I 
gaess we can. Anyway, we are wiLing 
to try it for a right smart spell." 

Aboat one-third of the full quota of 
(hggers weife at work at the Panhandle 
uimes of M. A. Hanna ft Ciompany yes- 
'terday. This is an increase over 
Wednesday, and is doe to the fact that 
the firm posted a notice to the effect 
that if the men did not return to work 
at once the money due them on thoir 
ironclad contracts would be retained. 
JTheamoant, it is said, aggregates |4,- 
lUUO. In the first pool the men who 
■were under contract also came out. 
■There is no basis on which to estimate 
phe amount sacrificed by the first pool 
uiners, as the firms acpreed to pay u 
|>er cent interest on the mon«y held 
pack. 

The local mining officials, flashed 
ppith victory, are now preparing to 
lake a move Hgainst the mines of the 
pew York ana Cieveland Gas Coal 
Inmpany. They express confidence iu 
leir ability to bring these men out he- 
re the end of the week, and then the 
spbusion ju this district will be com- 
te. Then the strike extension work 
dl proceed eastward. The mines 
! i'lng to the seaboard will be at- 
^ed. First will come a movement 
nst the mines of the Westmoreland 



(iUFt Coal comjiany and the i-enn Cias 
Coal company, and thence the officials 
will direct their attention to the central 
Pennsylvania fields. Emissaries of the 
United Mine Workers of America have 
been in the latter fields for the past 
week. They report progress. 

From hints dropped by the miners' 
officials, it is not improbable that a suc- 
cessful culmination of the strike agita- 
tion in the soft coal fields will result in 
the assignment of strike emissaries to 
tne anthracite region. The output of 
that district is restricted to a stated 
amount by agreement entered into be- 
tween members of the operators' organ- 
ization. The miners' officials thi k 
this agreem<^nt will be broken and that 
an effort w'll be made among the an- 
thracite producers to supply, in part, 
the need of coal among the bituminous 
consumers. They are watching this 
p'aase or The struggle witU great care. 
Any intimation of increased output 
among anthracite mines will result in 
an immediate strike agitation >n those 
fields. 

Coal operators dispute the claims of 
the miners officials as to the situation 
on the Monongahela river. "There are 
probably 6,000 or 7,000 idle river min- 
ers," said one, "but they can not be 
called strikers, as the majority of them 
have not had work for several weeks. 
There are now at least 15.000,000 bush- 
els of coal loaded in the harbor and in 
the pools, and it is not likely that any 
of it can be sent to the southern markets 
bef ore fall. Bef on the last general sus- 
pension there wai • rise m the river 
and every pound of coal went out. 
There can be no codl famine in the 
home markets with this large supply on 
hand. Most of this coal can be loaded 
in cars if the strike is prolonged, and 
used for the lake trade." 

Trying to Settle the Strike. 

Ti:kre HAtrrs, Ind., July 9.— Joseph 
B. Bishop, secretary of the state board 
of arbitration. of Ohio, met with the In- 
diana labor coinmissioii in this < ity yc s- 
terday. The coniinissioners decidt d tr, 
make an effort to hold a joint :neetiiig 
of the arbitration boards at Pittsburg 
next week, at which, with the assist- 
ance of the gove rnors of Indiana, Illi- 
nois. ( )liio and Pejin-sylvania, it is 
hoped a settlement may be reaclierl by 
tins tribunal and President Knight of 
the Indiana miners is hopeiul that if 
tliis meeting can be arranged, a settle- 
ment may be affected. Pennsylvania 
and nilncns were Invited to co-operate. 

MURDER AND DOUBLE SUICIDE. 

Tlie Botliea of m Mmu autl Wife Found on • 
Kmtt, Their Babe In th« River. 

OixciNKATi, July 9.— William Deer, a 
lumber man, at 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning fonnd the bodies of !i man and 
woman, apparently dying, lying side by 
side on a raft of logs moored to the 
shore near the village of California, a 
few miles above Cincinnati. 

Near the raft the dead body of an in 
fant was taken from the water. The 
man and woman were alive, but unabl 
to speak. Both their wrists were cut 
and bleeding, and other woundil indi- 
cated an attempt at suicide. 

The man and woman were brought to 
the city hospital, where they regained 
consciousness, but begged to be permit 
ted to die. The man said they were 
ont of work and wanted to die. The 
woman corroborated this, saying her 
husband gashed himself first with the 
razor and then she cut her wrists. They 
had removed everything that would give 
a clew to their names. 

The couple was later identified as 
George Jacobs and wife Lettie. He 
was a painter. M years old and his wife 
was but ^';! and a daughter of his broth 
er. They were secretly married in Cov 
ingtou, Ky., and were hving on Rich 
mond street in this city. Jacobs has 
been out of work sometime and became 
very despondeut. He and his wife 
talked of getting rid of the babe and 
themselves. Wednesday they talked 
the matter over and determined to leave 
the babe at the children's home and 
then kill themselves. He got a bottle 
of laudanum and tickets to Coney 
Island, near which place they were 
found. They changed their minds and 
took the babe with them. Th«y left the 
boat at Coney Island, and went to the 
log raft at California. 

The child was a little girl about 1 
^eor old. They both claim that it died 
m a haymow, bat the police believe it 
was drowned before the father and 
mother tocdt the laudanum. They 
swallowed the laudanum and then 
went out on tiie log raft to die, bat the 
laudannm did not take effect quickly. 
Jacobs cut his wrists then with a razor 
and his wife did likewise. This Is all 
they remember till they were fonnd 
and brought to the hospital in this city. 
Jacobs has grown children by his first 
wife. 

Late last night Mrs. Jacobs said that 
her husband threw the babe in the 

river. 

The records in Covington. Ky.. do 
not show any niarriage license issued to 
the couple and there is much mystery 
about the case. Their apartments show 
that both used opium. 

Jacobs and his wife will probably 
both recover. If 80 they Will be charged 
with murder.

THE INSURGENTS ADVANCLNG. 



An A^rcreilive Movement Ilelng rrrpnrrd 
bf the Patrlota— The 8p*nlah I'orcce 
OtMMf ireakeM« hf McIibms— ruibos- 
terere Land Another KipeilltiM— Aa 
Amerlon Prisoner Keleiue<l. 
New York, July 9. — A dispatch to 
The Herald from Havana says : Cap- 
taiii General Weyler haa at last decided 
it wise to eraouate BajAma He has 
already ordered the inhabitants to be- 
take themselves to Mauzanillo by the 
Ward line of steamers. Spain to au- 
thorize the withdrawal of troops and 
the burning of the town. The expense 
of maintaining the gariiton there has 
been heavy, and one for which the end 
gained did not justify. 

So much sickness prevails among the 
troops in Santiago province and the 
rebels are so active in that district and 
roads are in such an impassable state 
that the strain on the Spanish forces of 
holding the town is too severe. Col 
umns of men and thousands of dollars 
might have been saved to Spidn and no 
strategic advantage lost hiid Bayamo 
been given up a year ogo. 

About the time Weyler was making 
his warlike speech ut Santiago de Cuba, 
a circular was issued from the head'iur- 
tei-s of the revolnticmary army calling 
upon every iusnigent at work in th 
country or iu towns, to come out an I 
take up arms. The circular stated that 
the rebels had plenty of ritles an<l iini- 
niunition to supply volunteers. Cuban 
6ymj)athizers were also told to be ready 
to r, -ojjerate in ca.se the insorgeuts at- 
tacked their towjis. 

Calixto (Jareia and Torres were to 
look after eastern Cuba. They were di- 
rected to sp, ire all t he m il they could 
anil those under Lacrc t and Perez have 
alre.idy eros>'-d .lucaro .Maron troeiia 
and now well into S.mta Clara. The 
]ioint at which the rebels intend to mob- 
ilize is Matan/as. At the present mo- 
ment there are four or live rebel chief's 
with <'onsiderable bodies of nun in the 
vicinity of Cienfuegos. 

It is not possible to state accurately 
how many mi ii the insurgents will be 
able to muster in Matan/as, but a fair 
estimate is t;,(nM(. 'i'o these may be 
added for aggressive purposes the 4,000 
rebels under Castillo in Havana prov- 
ince, and :.',.'iOU under Ducasse in Pinar 
del Kio. 

The Spanish autlionties here have 
pickt d ont the Cubans fmin among the 
Competitor prisoners and will givetliem 
separate trials. (Jeneral I.,ee states that 
if Spain makes any distinction in the 
cases of the Cnbana ha will be bonnd to 

interfere. 

The trial of Manuel Fernandez by or- 
dinary conrtmartial has been fixed for 
this week, (ient-ral Lee has not received 
any notification that the trial will take 
pla<'e. He has stated that he will not 
interfere until setitence has been 
passed. The Cnited States, he s.-xys, 
will not permit the sh(x)iing of Fernan- 
dez. 



ANOTHER GOOD LANDING. 



MuDltlona and Suppllee Furnished the In- 
sarswata at th« Jarooo River. 

New York, July 9.— A dispatch to 
The Journal and Advertiser from Ha- 
vana says: An expedition of Cuban 
filibusters from Florida is reported to 
have landed on Sunday in Havana prov- 
ince, at the month of the Jaruco river. 
The Spanish gunboat Reina Bfaria Cris- 
tina, which was oruisinK about the 
coast, endeavored to intercept the expe- 
dition, but without success. When the 
cruiser arrived at the spot and cli^eni- 
bark> <1 le r marines they were fired up- 
('11 and driven to their boats by a sirc.iif.' 
rebel force in ambush. After a. brief 
bouibaidineiit of the insnrgt nt \ osition 
the warship hurried to Havana fer rein- 
forcements. When she returned with 
these, tlie filibusters had already left 
with their munitions and suii))!ieK for 
Castillo's headquarters in the T.ipasto 
hills, closi'ly jiursued by Fonsdeviela's 
.*>panish cciKmin. which had in.irclied 
overland from Mmas to iiiten'cpt them. 

Dr. Augu,-.tine Clemente Hetancourt. 
an Anu rican citi/en, after yt ars of in- 
carceration as a military prisoner in 
Pinar del Kio and in Cat anas ( astle as 
a political susjject. has been liberated 
and ordered to leave the island, no 
proofs to substantiate the charges 
against him having been found. Man- 
uel Ferna dinez Cha juielo, another 
Amerii an citizen, cajitured with the in- 
surgents near .larueo 1'..'. months ago, 
aii<l since then conlined in Cabanas fort- 
ress, has been notilied to prepare for an 
early trial. He was present when tio- 
vin, the newspaper correspondent, was 
macheted to death hy Uchoa's Spanish 
guerrillas after his capture.

"I hate to shatter a pet delusion by 
givinii the facts in the case," said a form- 
er clerk in the Treasury Department at 
Washington, " but fraud ought to be ex- 
posed regardless of consequences, and the 
greatest fraud I know of is the famous" 
'bridal package' of the Treasury vaults. 

"I sny famous, but it isn't famous in a 
(reneral sense. It is famous only among 
bridal couples. I don't know why it i8, 
but every bridal couple that go to Wash* 
ington on their wedding tour— and it 
seems to me that al)ont nine-tenths of 
the bridal couples of the country go to 
Washington— know all about that pack- 
age and the bride can't rest until she 
goes through the regular routine nm- 
nected with it. No visit to Washington 
by a stranger is complete without an in- 
spection of the Treasury vaults : hut if his 
or her visit is a non-bridal one the Iraud 
of the package isn't played. 

" I don't know who it was in the de- 
partment that first imposed it on a bridal 
pair, bat ft went, and it grows in popu- 
larity every year. When the couple en- 
ter the vault the man in charge, after a 
few preliminary and perfunctory re- 
marks, reaches upon a shelf, takes down 
a package of notes, and tells the bride to 
take it in her hand, if she hasnH asked for 
it the very first thing. He then tells her 
that the package contains $20,000,000 in 
Treasury notes, all in denomination of 
$10,000 each. The bride is delighted of 
course, and when she goes back home 
she talks for weeks .alioiit having held 
$•-'0,000,000 in her hand at one time. The 
bridegroom can't resist enjoying the same 
pleasure, and he fondles the package a 
while, and the pair go away blissful over 
the experience, while the Treasury vault 
man tosses the package back on the shelf 
and chuckles. 

"Now this is all simply a gigantic fraud 
on the young couple. The Treasury at 
Washington does not hold that amount 
of money. The bulk of the Government 
money is at the sub-Treasury in this city. 
The 'bridal package' is a gay deceiver. It 
does contain notes to the amount of S20,- 
000,000 of denomination of 110,000 each, 
but they're not money, because they're 
notsigneti. So, instead of liaving held in 
their hand-" >20,(XK),(XX), the happv couple 
have fondled simply a package that n p- 
resenteil no more value than the price of 
tlie paper and the printing on it. It may 
he cruel to shatter this pretty delusion, 
hut my conscience forl)ids me carry ttie 
burden of its concealment any longer. 
Hence these facts. "

THE TERRIBLE HEAT. 



VictiuiH of Sunstroke and How to Treat 
Tbea-Saae TIaely Hiits. 



(Chicago Time.s-Ilera'd J 
Intelligent and immediate action in 
of sunstroke or heatproatration will 
save many lives during the present 
heated term. The Chicago Health de- 
partment has issued simple directions 
for the guidance of the layman offering 
relief. 

There are two distinct forms of sun- 
stroke and their treatment is distinctly 
liitlerent. In one form, "heat exhaust- 
ion," which is the milder of the two, the 
shin is pale, cold an)l clammy and the 
pulse is feeble. In this form the patients 
usually recover, though death sometimes 
ensues. The treatment is to remove the 
patient to a cool place or at least out of 
the direct rays of the sun. Loosen all 
clothing, especially about the neck. 
Dash cold water on head and chest, apply 
spirits of ammonia and hartshorn to the 
nostrils. In some cases it may be necsi* 
aary to give small quantities of alcoholic 
stimnlants. 

Ill the other form, heat stroke or inso- 
lation, the symptoms are much more 
serious. The face is parpliab, the eyes 
bloodshot, the veins SWOUen and corded 
and the skin dry, hot and burning to the 
touch. The effects of the sun seem to 
be most marked on the brain and spinal 
marrow. The brain becomes so heated 
that the chest center controlling the pro- 
duction of heat is affected and the tem- 
perature rises from the healthy one of 
98.5 degrees to as high as 100 or over. 

This condition is so serious that a 
physician must l>e called as soon as pos- 
sible. While awaitinu the doctor's 
arrival much good can be done and lives 
oftentimes saved by the application of 
ice to the head and spinal coluqin. It 
will do more good if broken up into 
small pieces and placed in cloths or rub- 
ber bags, but in the absence of these, 
pieces of ice can be placed about the 
head and neck. 

Workingmen and others exposed to 
the direct rays of the sun should have 
their heads well protected, and should 
wear woolen next the skin. A very use- 
ful precaution is a pad of cotton batting 
or flannel sewed along the hack of tbo 
under garment over the spine so M to 
proteotib •

There were present at liis bedside 
wlien death came his son, Mr. Fdsvard 
K. Harris and the latter's wife ; Kepre- 
sentative Benton McMillan of Tennes- 
see ; Miss Polk, a friend from his native 
state, and the members of the honsehold 
where the senator has lived for some 
time. Aqother sou, Charles H. Harris, 
had left the house a short while before 
death Ciime. Another son, James £. 
Harris, residing in Tennessee, in expect- 
ed to arrive iu the city before mght and 
a fourth son, Isham O. Harris, Jr., ia 
now on hia father's ranch and atook 
farm at Abilene. Tex., and probably 
will meet the f aiieral train when it 
reaches Memphis, where the interment 
will be mode. 

Senator Harris was last in ttie senate 
chamber about 10 daya ago, bnt he was 
unable to stay for any length of time 
and had to be taken home in a carriage. 
During the loat six months the senator 
had been able to attend to hia duties 
only at intervals, having been away 
from the city aeveral times endeavoring 
to recuperate. 

Probably no man in pablio life has 
been identified with more of the history 
of this country than had Senator Har- 
ris. He had almoat completed hia 7uth 
year, having been born in February, 
1818, and fint became a member at con- 
greas in 1849. His'oongreaaional career 
thna began earlier than that of any mem 
ber of either house, antedating Senators 
Morrill and Sherman by seven years 
and Hon. Galusha A. Grow, now a 
member of the hone* fh>m Feiuujlva- 
nia, by one year. 

Mr. Harris had, when he was elected 
to the national house of representatives, 
already become a man of state reputa 
tion in Tennessee, having the year pre- 
viously served as a presidential elector 
on the Democratic ticket, and two years 
before been elected a member of the 
legislatare of the state. 

Mr. Harris represented the Ninth 
Tennessee district in congress for two 
terms ending in 1863, when he declined 
a renomination. He then moved to 
Memphis, where he has since resided 
Here he was engaged in the practice of 
law until 18.)7 with the interruption 
necessary to allow him to become a 
presidential elector in 18.56 He was 
three times in succession before the 
war, beginning in IH'n, elected gov- 
ernor of liis state, and was serving in 
that capacity vs hen the war broke out. 
He took a pronounced stand for the 
southern ( 'onfeiieracy and was known 
as one of the southern war governors. 
TJie viiiKsitudes of conflict n inlered a 
freiiueiit change of residence necessary 
and he was often with the army in tne 
tield. He attai liod himself at different 
times to the statTs of CJenerals Albert 
Sidney .Johnston, Josejjh E. .Johnston, 
Keaureguaril and Bragg. Albert .'-kid- 
ney Johnston ft 11 from his horse iftto 
Senator Harris' arma When h« received 
his death wound. 

After Lee's surrender Mr. Harri.s waj^ 
one of a umall party of political refu- 
gees who e.-caped to Mexico, going 
across tlu> country on horseback. Par- 
son lirownliiw, who liad btcome the 
military governor ( f Teniie.sssee, offered 
a large reward in a characterihticu'ly 
worded poster for the capture of iiis 
predeces.sor, but the latter remained ub- 
teiit from the ( onntry until ins return 
was safe He remained in Mexico for 
Several nioiithh. going thence to Eng- 
land, where he resided until IhCT, 
w hen he returned to Memphis and re- 
sumed Ills practice of the law. 

Mr. Harris was allowed to follow the 
pursuits of the private citizen until 
lh77, w hen he was elected to the 
United States senate, defeating Hon. 
L. L. Hawkins, Republican. He has 
remaiiiwl a member of the senate ever 
since and would have completed his 
■-.'oth consecutive year in that b(xiy on 
the 4th of next March if he had lived to 
that date. He had been four times 
elected to the senate, the last time in 
1^05, and his term would not have ex- 
pired until lHOl. 

Senator Harris had received almost 
all the honors that the senate coold be- 
stow. He was the president pro tern* 
pore during the Fifty-third congress, a 
leading member of "the committees on 
finam e and rules and also of the Demo- 
( ratu advisory or bteering committee. 
He has long been awarded by common 
consent the front place on both sides of 
the chamber in parliamentary queations 
and in recent vean he had been more 
frequently heard in expounding these 
questions than in the elveidation of 
other subjects. He waa poMeased of a 
very positive niauuer ana never failed 
to throw into hia statemeAla concerning 
oarliamentary mrootioe the fnllejt force 



of which he was capable. Hit language 
on these and 'other occasions was gener 
ally so nncoinproniising that he was r< 
garded by those who knew him not as a 
man of little feeling. That, however 
this was not true and that th<» contrary 
was true none are now so willing to tes 
tity as his opponents in the senate, who 
unite in attributing to him a worm 
heart as well as a just spirit and bril 
liantmind.
